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Reasons for Allowance 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the instant 
claims have been found allowable over the closest prior art, Nishi (US 6,656,553), Nishi 
(JP 07-173447, hereinafter Nishi JP) and Oka (US 2003/0050736), for the following 
reasons. 

2. Nishi teaches a three layer tube for use as a fuel hose that comprises an inner 
layer made of a fluoropolymer and an outer layer made of polyamide 1 2. However Nishi 
et al. teach that the inner layer, while a semi aromatic polyamide, must comprises 
carboxylic acid units and amine units and as such can not consist of dicarboxylic acid 
units and diamine units, much less the required percentages of terephthalic or 
naphthalenedicarboxylic acid units, or 1,9-nonae diamine and/or 1,8-octandiamine units 
that is required in the instant invention. Further while Nishi teaches that the 
fluoropolymer contains a functional group to increase adhesion to the polyamide group 
they are silent with regards to any of the specific polymers required in the instant claims. 

3. Nishi JP teaches fluoropolymers with acid anhydride groups present therein, 
however Nishi JP is silent with regards to the fluoropolymer being used as a fuel hose 
as well as use with the specific semi aromatic polyamide of the instant invention. 

4. Oka et al. teaches the specific semi-aromatic polyamide of the instant invention 
but are silent with regards to its use as a tube or a hose, much less a fuel hose, and are 
further silent with regards to the using this polyamide with any fluoropolymers, much 
less any fluoropolymers with functional groups introduced therein.

5. Thus it is clear that Nishi, Nishi JP, or Oka alone or in combination do not 
disclose the present invention. 

In light of the above the present claims are passed to issue.
